‘Co-Operative Movement in New Zea¬ 
land," Subject of Addreaa Before 
Woman’a Club. 


The Sierra Madre Womans’ Club met 
as usual on Monday of this week. Miss 
Wilhelmina Bain of New Zealand was 
the lecturer of the afternoon. Miss 
Bain spoke on the "Co-operative Move¬ 
ment in New Zealand." Miss Bain said 
that New Zealand is a new country, 
which was not settled until about 1840.' 
It had its gold fever following that of 
California and Australia, and started 
with all of the ills attendant on the I 
gold fever rush. It has but recently 
been made a dominion, and has now 
only a small population, made up 
largely of inhabitants of the British 
Isles, but augmented by immigrants 
from Austria, Scandinavia, Germany, 
etc. These people go to the industries 
to which they are accustomed in 
Europe. The Austrians go to the grain 
fields, the Scandinavians to farming 
and so on. Chinese coolies were im¬ 
ported by some contractors some years 
ago to work in the gold mines, but soon ^ 
the government placed a fax of £100 
per capita on coolies, and the influx ! 
ceased, so to-day there are compara- , 
tively few Chinamen in the islands, j 
The Japanese immigration question is ^ 
not nearly so important as in California ^ 
for the people have uniformly refused ^ 
to accept them as house servants, so ^ 
they have not been tempted to enter 
the country. 

New Zealand’s progress dates from 
the united attempt of men and women ” 
to obtain adult suffrage. In the earlier 
days two men, Saunders and Fox, 
started an agitation for it. Then in 
1885, Mrs. May Clement Leavitt was 
sent as missionary from America by the 
Vy^. C. T. U., and she advocated adult ^ 
suffrage. Franchise committees were 
formed all over the provinces, with 
'•Irs. Shepherd as superintendent of the 
Whole. Under her able management a D« 
petition was presented to parliment 
signed by 10,000 people. The petition 
passed the lower branch, but was rejected ^ 

by the upper house. Next year a 
petition was sent up signed by 20,000 
people, but the fate of this petition 
was the same as that of the first. Then 
the committee and the press united in 
a still greater effort, and a petition 
signed by 30,000 people, including more 
than half the women of the province 
was sent up to parliment and was 
passed with an excellent majority. 

Now all adults, males and females, who 
have some character and educational 
qualifications can vote. Women arc 
not represented in the government, 
however, and an attempt is now being 
made to obtain this right. 

Conditions have improved materially 
in the island since that time. Voting

UNIVERSITY NEWS LETTER. 


Discovery of Wonderful Developments 
in Fish. 

The University Press has just issued, 
in the University of California publica¬ 
tions in zoology, a study by Professor 
H. S. Jennings, of Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity, made at the university's marine 
biological laboratory at La Jolla, and 
dealing with the life and habits of the 
starfish. This bulletin pictures the life 
struggles of a low animal, in its relation 
with the other creatures of the seashore; 
how it finds and captures its food; how 
it defends itself from its enemies; how 
it avoids and repairs. This perhaps is 
the most thorough study that has ever 
been made of the life of a creature so 
far removed from ourselves. The star¬ 
fish is shown to have a comjilicated life, 
and many extraordinary ways of help¬ 
ing itself. On its back it bears about 
25,000 small jaws or hands, arranged in 
rings and bands. These attack fiercely 
any creature that molests the starfish; 
they seize and hold crabs and other 
creatures till they die. By their aid 
the starfish captures many animals for 
food; even quick, active fish of consid- 


they never learn or form new habits. 
Blit thorough study shows that this is 
not true of the starfish. Its behavior is 
characterized by a sort of “versatility;” 
it can do in many different ways what 
it can do at all. Indeed, it could al¬ 
most be said never to do the same 
thing twice in the same way. 

No animal so low as the starfish has 
before been known to form habits—to 
learn to do things in a certain definite 
way. To test whether the starfish can 
do this, a number of specimens were 
trained for a long time to right them¬ 
selves in certain definite ways. By this 
method it was found that the starfish 
very readily acquires what may be 
called temporary habits. Thus, in a 
typical case, a starfish was trained to 
use in righting itself a certain pair of 
rays that it never employed naturally. 
After twelve "lessons,” one following 
another immediately, the animal was 
found to have adopted the habit. 

It is thus clean that habits may be 
formed in the starfish by a compara¬ 
tively brief period of training. There 
is no doubt that by beginning with 
young specimens and continuing well 
planned training for a long time, very 
marked results could be produced. 

Alltogether, the behavior of the star¬ 
fish is characterized as showing “vari¬ 
ability, unity and adaptiveness.” The 
starfish is the lowest animal in which j 
the formation of habits has been i 
demonstrated.
